A Mad Elephant at Large. 
An e.vcilino scene wa.s witiie.s.seii in Will- 
iaiasbursh about 10 o'ctoek on Friilay inorii- 
ing, at'«Vaff'Atnbargli'8'' Menagerie." Wtiilu 
a lad was unloadin!; saw-ilust from a wai,'oii 
within the exhibition tent, Old lliuinitial, 
tlie elepliant, broke out into one ol his |ieri- 
oJical /its of fury, uiul making touanl.s tin! 
horse aiinei! a blow at liiin with his trunk. 
Missing the animal, the blow fell upon tlit; 
boy, but willi ^.'re;^tly diminished force, or 
he must liavo been instantly killeil. Again 
lie attacked the horse, and the maddeiieil 
animal, after a .severe hug from tlie ele- 
pliant'.s trunk, darted ofT, dashing the vehicle 
against the eentre pole, disengaging himself 
at the same time, and running into tne street. 
' Hannibal deliberately tore the wagon to 
pieces, flinging the wheels about like toys. 
The cages containing the wild beasts next 
engaged his attention ; and from the reck- 
leas way in which ho turned over and 
emashed up the habitations of the bears, hy- 
enas, wolves, zebras, and other wild ani- 
mals, it was probable that the ^hoje me- 
nagerie would soon be let loose in the 
streets. 

Tlie monster went from one cage to an- 
other, upsetting them in turn, and smashing 
•.J ^ (hem in pieces. His keeper made his ap- 
pearance about tliis time, and attempted to 
put in practice liis usual devices to gain the 
ascendancy over the elephant, but his ef- 
forts were unavailing. Hannibal savagely 
eallied forth into the street trtitnpeting tlo- 
fiancc, and dragging after him the chain 
with whioh he was usually fastened. The 
' keepers followed him down the ajtre^t; Into 
an open space, not far distant froni'*the me- 
nagerie grounds, and with the aid of one 
or two others succeeded in gelling him into 
an excavation made for a cellar. He man- 
aged to chase back his pursuers, however, 
and was again followed into a sloneyard near 
by, where he was a second time impeded in 
hit progress. He was kept here until the 
long pikes and hooks of Young America 
Hook and Ladder Company v/ere brought 
upon the ground, and manned by the in 
creasing crowd, to be used in suppressing 
the crazed insurrectionist. Thus, attacked 
in all directions, he was hooked and piked 
in so many places that he found it inconve- 
nient, and nearly impossible, to move. His 
ears, trunk, sides, back and limbs were stud- 
. ded with pikes, and grappled and iield wilh 
hooks. His attention was then diverted 
until his keeper could venture up behind 
him and throw a rope about his legs. 

This was done withsuoh celerity (hat (he 



rope was passed routed and round again, and 
secured before the beast became aware of 
what was being t'one, and he was captured. 

The crowd had by this time increased to 
thousands, and had Old Hannibal ed'eoted an 
escape from the hooks and pikes, it is prob- 
able that a great number of the spectators 
would have lost their lives. They were 
urged by the showmen to keep out of the 
way, but all that was said or done could 
scarcely induce them to do otherwise than 
push forward In see what was going on. 

But Hannibal was not totally conquered 
after all. A stone eight feet long and two 
feet sipiarn having been chained to his legs, 
and the pike-poles laid liy, his iMajesty em- 
braced an oppottunity to commence the war. 
He put the spearmen to flight, and chased 
theni about the stone yard, arapging the 
immense building stone after him as if it 
wore a stick. Tlie crowd scattered precipi- 
tately. With some daring the spearmen 
again triumphed, and the elephant was this 
lime more .«;everely dealt with. His legs 
were again fastened with a heavy chain, 
and he was tumbled over and speared, and 
stabbed with pitch, fork8/^.tbe .^instriiinlB^ts 
entering into the depth of three or four 
inches at every thrust, the blood flowing in 
."•treams. He endured the torture without 
(iinching fur some time, but the copious 
blood-letting at length reduced his rage, 
and he succumbed, making a peculiar noise 
known to all keeper.s of wild animals by 
the term of begging. When this stage of 
liiiniilialioii has been produced, it is always 
eoiisiileri'il sale to release a ferocious beast. 

llaiiiiibal was then driven back, a roll- 
(piercd hero, to the show-ground, where he 
was securely fastened by means of heavy 
chains. 

This elephant was brought to America in 
the year 1811 by Mr. Van Atnburgh, and is 
one of the largest of his species. His 
height is 13 feel 4 inches He is claimed 
10 be one-third larger than any other ele- 
phant ever brought to this country. Bayard 
Taylor testifies lhat he is eonsidersibly larger 
than the majority of elephants he had met 
wiih either in Asia or Africa. When Han- 
nibal was imported, in 184-1, it was thought 
that he was already old, but as he has been 
arowiiio ever .since, the shownien have con- 
rduded that he is still young — the natural 
term of jife of the species being from 300 to 
450 years.';;-'' ;*."■'''"■ "' 

This animal's reputation was formerly 
almost lUiiMpialled for viciousness, but dur- 
ing ihi! lii.-l live years he hail apparently 
reformed, and became docile in character. 
Before that time, he had repeatedly broken- 
loose, and had killed, on different occasions, 
as inanv as seven persons. The last exploit 
ol the kind wliicii llaiiiii'ial iiiulertook |)re- 
vious to the presi!nl one, was in ]S;j3, when 
he sprung open the door of his <-ai;e, aiiil 
after effecling a pretty gener.il detnolitioii of 
the Company's caaes and iransporlation 
waggons, ran Rway niijo miles into the coun- 
try helore he was captured. 

The damage sustained by Van AmbiULili 
& Co., by the waggons and images spoilmj. 
amounted to a considerable surn. The v'ild 
animals which he relpa-ied were all secured 
with difRculiy.-^AVii'' York Jribune.

Injustice to Colonial Lawyers. 

Educiiled and trained by the most acutu 
and polished intelleels,. the bar of Grunt 
Brilain and 'hSrJ^Colonfes has produced from 
i^ra^^^^ra^IQmor^^i^^^^e'of the brightest orna- 
ments of society and tho greatest benefac- 
tors of the human race. Like the chemist 
who analyzes everything material, so thu 
jurist analyzes every' question of law and 
equity affecting either the sovereign, the 
subject, or the nation. No profession is more 
practical ; none has a wider range ; nor in 
none has beun found bolder, ablpr, or more 
eloquent advocates of the riglils of th'3 peo- 
ple. . 

In the colonies, if there is one class more 
than another that may be justly iligiiilied 
with the title of colonial aristocracy, it is the 
members of the bar. Usually of the best 
families; carefully educated; trained under 
jurists of ability ; impressed with high no- 
tions of ^he profession ; only admitted after 
■ searching examination as to their profi- 
oienoy in the mathematics and the classics, 
and'in'' the common and statute law, — the 
colonial barjustly ranks high, opening as it 
does to men of ability and ambition an 
avenue to the highest ofiices in the gift of 
tho colonies. 

Greater care is taken in Canada than in 
England in regard to admission to practice 
in the courts. None can be admitted with- 
out a satisfactory e.vamination before the 
Law Society as to their thorough knowledge 
of mathematics and the classics, before they 
are examined as to their knowledge of the 
oorninon and statute law. In England the 
examination is solely on the common 
statute law. But notwithstanding ' the care 
taken to give a high tone tp,jlhe. profession 
in the eastern provinces, many of our read- 
ers will doubtless be startled to learn that 
colonial lawyers are only periniiled to prac- 
tice in the courts of Vancouver Island and 
British CoIunlbriiV ^y "th'e couHesy of the 
judges. 

In England Colonial Attorneys may be 
admitted to practice under tho '10 and 21 
Vic. cap 49, by undergoing an fi.xaiiiination. 
By the Order of Coancil constituting the su- 
perior courts of these Colonies they are pro- 
hibited. "Suc/t persons only as have been 
admitted .Barristers in iEngland or Ireland, 
or .ad vocates of the Court of Sessions pf Scot- 
land, ory-tp the' i4?grB^'Pjf<sI^tll9rv^f Civil 
Laws at the University of Oxford, Cam- 
bridge or Dublip,jBha!l bejenrplled as bar- 
riSlfers, such'persom^only as Have^b^eri ad- 
mitted to practice as Attorneys or Solicitm 
of any of the courts of Westminster or Dub- 
lin, or being Proctors admitted to practice in 
any eclesiaslical court in England, or Ire- 
land, or being VVriters to the Signet in Scot- 
land, shall be enrolled as Solicilor.s." Such 
is the imperiou.s mandate that treiits Col- 
onial Attorneys or Cartister.-^, — British- 
American, by birth, — ttoats litem on their 
native Bo|las^jnp ei]uals of the Solicitors or 
Barrisiers' Yrom Great Britain or Ireland; 
treats them as inferior — rendering it iiiipera- 
ttvely necessary "to be > instructed in the 
knowledge 'qfut'^rqetiee >W O^i'l by some 
such B^TTtfteKpr Attorney in'f^'esi polonies" 
before they can be enrolled to practice. 

There is no question but'this wasan over- 
sight on the part of the Imperial Govern- 
ment. It was not the design of her Maje.s- 
ty in Council to exclude any of her colonial 
subjects from equal privileges with those 
born ill the three kingdoms. Sciiind na- 
tional policy is adverse to it. Our own hat- 
ntony and pro.-iporiiy, the cultivation of loy- 
alty and attaclimont to tho Crown, forbids 
giving any other interpretation to the Order 
in Couiuil constituting ourr.oourts than that 
the wrong thus inflictisd'ha'i Veen made by 
mistake. 

Such glariiig errors have only a direct 
tendency to create sectionalism; what wo 
never wish, to see take root in this country. 
Come from where they may, — remote or 
near,— Bfiiish subjects'niust be treated alike 
witbdut.lfear, favor or partiality. Wo deny 
the right to show partiality or favor to one 
to the exclusion of the other ; but wore there 
a discriminating choice to be made, it would 
be far more natural, though not just, to give 
the preference to colonial lawyers than those 
of Groat Britain, — simply because their 
training renders them more conversant with 
those laws and usages which are found bust 
adapted to new countries. In saying this 
vre have no wish to undervalue tho Imperial 
practitioner. Hefq'^f'hbmdiin his profession 
h8re'(aB0the, common and - statute ;laww.- of 
England prnrails, because we have no local 



statutes. But the advantage to be derived 
from colonial jurists would be in bringing 
to the notice of tho Legislature usages ren- 
dering the cumbrous and costly proceedings 
of tho English courts cheaper and more 
expeditious. 

Take the case of a young Canadian law- 
yer, Mr. Herbert C. Jones, who arrived in 
this colony la.si oiimmer, with credentials 
from^the Governor General and Chief .lus- 
ti('e<'o1p.''Cantfcla, as an admitted barrister of 
the Canadian bar. The rules of court pro- 
hibited him froin. being admitted. No other 
course was open except to article himself to 
an attorney here before being admitted, or 
relinquish his protessiori:C^hi|[S;^ii[ted 
member of the colonial bar would submit to 
such indignity. No colonist with'any regard 
for his rights as ii British subject, would 
occupy the position ol an inferior. Finding 
that neither the F,xecutive, the Chief Jus- 
tice, nor the Legislature, would dn anything 
to avoid exclusiveness where tionu was 
originally intemled, ami rather ttian accept 
as a favor wliat he (daiuu'd as a ri^'lil, he 
Itft for California. Tfie reception met willi 
from the bar there, compares unfavorably 
with the tardiness or exclusive spirit .here. 
The present . sessiofl, of the California Legis- 
lature.pa^s^ed .a special act^fo^ his i;eli,ef, rcn- 
dering'him eligible to be admitted to prac- 
tice in the courts of that State. This was 
done aftVrlaifdwi months '?e8fden8e^ whilst 
ht re the disabilities have-- been known for 
nearly two years, and yet no Act has been 
passed to remedy the dtfect and treat colo- 
nial practitioners as Eii:;li.'^!iinen. 

The grave consiMiuenccs that will resnll 
from such a polic) , if not speedily riMiiedied, 
are most apparent ; it will tend to array class 
again.'^t cla.vs ; foster seclionali^tn. and em- 
bitter feeling. It is our true policy to blend 
all in one and be \'ancouverians. 

What is contended for is simply that At- 
torneys, Solicitors, or Barristers, duly ad- 
mitted to practice in the Colonial Courts, 
may cl^im. to be qnrplled here without 
examination the same as the members of 
thSEh^lsW, iScotoh', fiV frife^i baf. !' :" '!
